Cold Facts on Riots 


To say that this Summer’s rioting 
in our cities—from Minneapolis and 
Newark to Detroit and New York— 
has gotten out of hand would be a 
gross understatement. In light of this 
insurrection, it is certainly prudent 
that all of us now look at some cold, 
hard facts about the rioting. 
1. The Republicans in Congress 
charge that the riots have occurred 
because the administration has done 
nothing about them and has not 
passed federal riot legislation. This 
is nonsense. The rioting is no more a 
partisan issue than is air or water 
pollution and the GOP knows it. 
2. The proposed federal riot legis­ 
lation which would make it a federal 
crime to cross a state border with the 
intent to incite a riot in another state 
is virtually meaningless. To make the 
legislation effective would require the 
courts who handle cases which sup­ 
posedly break this law to be mind 
readers. How can a court possibly tell 
what is a mans “intent” when he goes 
from one state to another. And if this 
law' is aimed at that small group of 
black power leaders like Stokely Car­ 
michael, we can only point out that it 
would be far better to confine these 
people as they break local laws — 
rather than putting a meaningless 
federal law on the books and hoping 
that it will magically cure the riot 
problem. 
3. Vice President Humphrey point­ 


ed out part of the solution to the riot 
question when he spoke to a group of 
trial lawyers recently. The vice presi­ 
dent said that we know little about 
what really causes a riot and that it 
is about time we spend some time and 
money to factually determine what 
part of the rioting is a result of pover­ 
ty and being1 disadvantaged and what 
part is pure and simple lawlessness, 
When this is discovered — and not 
just guessed at. as is nowr the case— 
then we will know what can be done 
to prevent the riots. Until we know 
what causes them, however, we are al­ 
most powerless to know how to stop 
them. 
4. The President has been accused 
of all sorts of things for sending 
federal troops into Detroit. Whether 
it is Detroit under a Democratic presi­ 
dent or Little Rock under a Republic­ 
an president, all we can say is that the 
President has no choice but to use 
federal troops when insurrection oc­ 
curs, 
5. Finally, as rioting becomes a 
major national broblem as it Is now, 
it is time that the United States re­ 
evaluate our country’s list of priorities 
of national interest. Do we first want 
to send arms to Egypt and India or 
more troops to Thailand and Vietnam, 
or do we want to take some of the 
money, time and manpower used for 
foreign aid and self help programs 
and try to help our own cities and 
fellow Americans overcome the prob­ 
lems which lead to riots in our cities 
and a tearing at the basis of our whole 
society?

This is the year the Civil 
Rights movement developed its 
first truthful tenet: the Negroes 
and the whites hate each other. 
The rest of it — voter registra­ 
tion, better jobs, social equality, 
are shameful shams. The soli­ 
tary surprise Is that the Negroes 
hate the whites more than the 
whites hate the Negroes. 
The riots had nothing to do 
with Civil Rights. Greed was the 
ingredient in all of them. Check 
the records minutely and you 
will find that each followed a 
simplistic pattern: Negro youths 
(not Negro leaders! banded to­ 
gether to (1> Raid liquor stores. 
(2) Drink a little courage... (3) 
Raid hardware stores for guns. 
(41 Fire shots: at “Whitey*’ from, 
dark 'Corners. (3) Loot stores. 
(4) Set fires in Negro areas. 
Watts, New ark, Plainfield, De-. 
troit. Brooklyn — all of them 
were staged, not to protest the 
Negro’s second class citizenship, 
but to loot and burn. The ma­ 
ture family men were powerless 
in the rifle sights and torches of 
tKe young. More Negroes died, 
than, 'whites. More Negroes were 
burned than whites. More Ne­ 
gro apartments were gutted 
than whites: the fire dance of 
the flagellants. 
Whitev panicked. At first, his 
leaders forbade him to return 


the fir* of the snipers, Then, 
when permission was given at 
last, the white hatred became 
a turkey shoot. In Newark, a 
cop drew a bead on a Negro 
running with a six-pack of beer 
and casually drilled him to 
death, at the same time hitting 
a 12-year-old Negro boy in the 
throat... 
A National Guard, weapons 
carrier saw* a sniper flash from 
a building ancf happily turned a 
belt of 50 calibre ammo at it 
and almost sawed the house in 
half. It was Whitey’s turn and, 
as he could not detect a law- 
abiding Negro from a lawless 
one. he began to fire at any­ 
thing that moved. Nor was he 
in. any hurry to sum men. an 
ambulance for the bleeding vic­ 
tims who drenched the gutters 
with blood, and who hung limp­ 
ly on the glass of broken store 
windows. 
1 know* the Ironbound .section 
of Newark. It runs from Market 
street to the ratty dumps, from 
Mulberry street to the Pulaski 
Skyway. Any Negro who can 
live there and not, be neurotic 
is a nut. The rats own ¡1. The 
Summer breeze comes from the 
fires on the garbage dumps, 
The hallways are dark and 
dangerous and smell of frying 
fat.The inequities between the 


races are old and deep. 
A 
Negro waiter in a white coun­ 
try club sees beautiful uneaten 
food scraped off dishes into a 
garbage can—food he cannot 
afford for his children. A col­ 
ored boy on a hot curb sees a 
white boy go by with a set of 
wheels and a girl. When the 
Negro misses a. payment on Ms 
car. his tv set, his rent, he is 
out of business. 
When he says he aspires to 
brotherhood with the white man, 
he lies. All of the racial ar­ 
ticles I have written from the 
Spring of 1955 until now, with 
interviews beginning in Jack­ 
son. Mississippi, and closing in 
Harlem, New York, convince 
me that the colored man. has 
festered so long under the whip 
of Whitev that he cannot make 
himself love his adversary. The 
th-night of brotherhood jams in 
his throat. 
Whitev, who numbers 177.000.- 
000 against the Negro’s 20.000.- 
000 is afraid of his dark brother. 
His mental image of the colored 
man is that he is lazy, shiftless, 
a semi-literate with the sexual 
appetite of 
an elephantine 
rabbit. No Civil Rights law will 
change his mind. The men who 
enact them are not noted for 
inviting Negroes into their 
homes.

Reigner is applying his college background 
in accounting, serving in an advisory capa­ 
city to several Indian firms. At present, he 
is helping to set up a system of advertising 
and accounting for an Indian foam mattress 
company. 


CONDUCTS PROGRAMS 
In addition to his volunteer work in busi­ 
ness, Reigner conducts a recreation program 
in the evening. Children come to the center, 
a deserted building which Reigner has helped 
to fix up. The colony’s children play games 
and receive instruction in English. 
The Hadaras colony is a small, but un 
usually well-developed Indian village, Reig­ 
ner told his parents. Residents have elec­ 
tricity but no telephone facilities. W a ter 
must be boiled before drinking. 
Nevertheless, poverty is still an unre­ 
solved problem. People lie in the streets, 
covered with flies, Reigner reports. A beggar 
girl, whose arm was cut off, told Reigner that 
her parents had purposefully maimed her so 
that she could be a more professional beggar. 
In accord with Peace Corps objectives, 
Reigner hopes to effect some changes in the 
style of living for the Indians, eventually 
hoping to raise standards of living. 
MISSES 
The American commodity which Reigner 
seems to miss most is girls, his father says. 
Though 60 Peace Corp volunteers originally 
accompanied Reigner to India, they were 
assigned to different outposts all over the 
country for their two year stints* 
Reigner lives in a small apartment in the 
colony where he does his own cooking. Even 
though he’s learned to prepare traditional 
Indian dishes, his parents often ship him 
packets of American favorites such as 
canned hams, dry milk and boxed pizza pies. 
Reigner graduated from Owen J. Roberts 
High school in 1962. and from the University 
of Miami in 1966. where he received a degree 
in accounting. 
He trained for the Peace 
corps in Boston, Mass., where he learned to 
speak Malayalam, the official language of 
the Kerala district. 


STUDYING GERMAN — Eleven students 
from Pottstown are currently studying 
G e r m a n in Seefeld, Austria.

Lucia is a teacher at Owen J. Roberts High 
school. Lucia is employed at the department 
of Revenue. 
The students are enroled with the For­ 
eign Language League schools, the world’s 
largest international school system. 
The 
League is a nonprofit, federally tax-exempt, 
nondenominational organization which has 30 
campuses in 10 countries. 
The students will spend six weeks study­ 
ing and touring the country they visit. They 
are stud ing in the same schools and class­ 
rooms where the European students study 
during' the Winter months and even living 
in the same dormitories. 
Three to four hours each day are spent 
in intensive classroom work with the re­ 
mainder of the day and evenings spent par­ 
ticipating in field trips and excursions.
